Here at 
St. Joseph's, there 
are three types of 
N.Y. State financial 
aid: Regents, TAP, 
and Bundy Aid. 

The Regents 
scholarship has been 
reduced by $100 for 
the Spring semester. 
Next year it may be 
cancelled completely. 
For students who 
receive TAP, there 
will also be major 
cuts; 


In an effort to 
alleviate the mad 
rush at 3:30 on 
registration days, 
new procedures for 
both registration and 
advisement have been 
initiated. Please 
read the following 
very carefully: 

There will be two 
separate advisement 
periods --the first 
for Juniors and 
continuing Seniors , 
and the second for 
Freshmen and 
Sophomores . In 
addition, there will 
be FOUR registration 
days --one for each 
class year. 

There are two other 
important changes . 
First, you will no 
longer be required to 
obtain signatures for 
each class. (This 
means no more running 
around the auditorium 
before you get on 
line to register. ) 

You must, however, 
have your advisor's 
signature on your 
triplicate 
registration form, 
which you will 
receive when you go 
for advisement.

Second, a list of 
closed classes will 
be posted following 
Junior Registration. 
This will enable

Bundy Aid is direct 
financial aid to 
private colleges such 
as St. Joseph's 
College. It is based 
on the number of 
graduates per year. 

At SJC it is used 
to partially fund 
faculty and staff 
salaries , 
scholarships and 
other financial aid 
expenses, as well as 
general operating 
expenses such as gas , 
electricity, and 
phone. A 50% cut in 
Bundy Aid is 
proposed.
